FISHING WITH FIRE. 


"Torcliing" an It la Practiced Along 


tbe Maine Co«»t. 


Fire and lights now play an important 


part ia the fisheries of various parts of 
the world. In Florida boats go out on 
'r.k, moonless nights after mullet, with 
ivrziprs at the bows filled with blazing 
.int> Lnots. As ilio boatmen row slowly 
,'iil quietly ««i'ong through the lagoons the 


• ii tire attracted by the glare within 
•iaeh of the cast net, which is thrown 


-.•> erboard at intervals, to be drawn in 
i£sin and again filled with silvery vic- 
.iiis. So eagerly do the mullet seek the 
Jlrrht that frequently they leap into the 
'io;it, thus effecting their own cnpture.

it is of tire nearby Canauinn provinces is 
practiced a method of fishing for herring 
u hieh is known as "torching." It is of 
Indian origin and was undoubtedly utiliz- 
ed by t'uc aborigines in that part of the 
world long before tbe coming of Colum- 
bus. In the Lubec narrows, which form 
the eastern entrance of Passamaquodtly 
bay, 
this kind of fishing is especially 


popular, though forbidden in the neigh- 
boring waters of New Brunswick be- 
cause of a belief that the kerosene inci- 
dentally employed (floating on the water) 
has the effect of driving away the fisb. 


Formerly birch torches weie used in 


this nocturnal pursuit, but since the bark 
became scarce kerosene has been substi- 
tuted, tow or rags being wrapped around 
a stick dipped into the oil and set on fire. 
One of these torches being attached to 
the bow of a boat; the latter is rowed by 
one or two men. while another stands in 
the bow with a scoop net and scoops up 
the fish as they rise to the light. Moon- 
less nights are chosen alwajs, and the 
rowing is kept up constantly, because 
the herring will rise only so long as the 
light is kept in motion. 


Sometimes squid—the small cuttlefishes 


so largely used by fishermen for bait and 
v.'hose bones serve to sharpen the ca- 
naries' bills—are captured in the same 
way. 
Thoy arc much attracted by light, 


so markedly indeed that on a moonlight 
night tens of thousands of them will run 
ashore and become stranded, thus per- 
ishing because, they are so interested in 
gaziug at the moon th.it they keep their 
eyes upon that orb, propelling themselves 
steadily in one direction meanwhile until 
they find themselves on the beach. Then, 
by the pumping of their siphons, they 
push themselves farther up until they are 
hopelessly high and dry. 


Along the coast «f Maine weirs of 


brush are used for catching herring, ani? 
sometimes the fish are "toled" into these 
traps by means of lights. Large shoals 
of herring being observed outside, but 
showing no disposition to come and be 
caught, the fishermen will go out in boats 
with torches and row quietly over the 
schools, attracting them in the direction 
of the weirs. Having returned at length 
to the weirs, they extinguish the torches, 
go out again and repeat tbe process. 


During the shad catching season on the 


Potomac one may see numerous lanterns 
on the surface of the river, looking like 
so many great fireflies. These -lanterns 
are attached to the buoys of 'the shad 
nets, enabling tbe fishermen to find them 
in the dark.—New York Herald.

flood or fire or a struggle with enemies 
superior in force and number. Frantic 
animals may attack or spring upon the 
sleeper, and with all these visions there 
is an inexpressible .anguish and pain, 
with a sense of imminent danger, escape 
or defense seeming impossible, while the 
victim is unable to cry out for assist- 
ance or in the always present struggle at 
last utters a groan or two which may 
awake him.

The treatment of nightmare consists in

Anaemic people need to have 
the head quite low, but full blooded peo- 
ple rest easier if the head is higher. An 
excitable, oongrsfed braiu may be re- 
lieved by warm baths, tonics and anti- 
apasmodicB like the bromide* aud va- 
lerian. If (brre is a touilcncy to palpita- 
tion, ilip person shuiikl lie upon the right 
side. If tb<? liver ia iliboiderc'd by chron- 
ic digestive troubles, the person should 
lie ou the left side. The stomach bhould 
be in gocv\-condition, osp-cially if there 
•is flatuloucfi duo to prairie torpidity, 
leading to fermentation nf food, and dila- 
tion of the stomach should be energetical- 
ly trrnted.

New York, Dec. 30.—A dispatch to 


the Associated Press from its corres- 
pondent in Manila says: 


General Chaffee, 
when 
questioned 


concerning the alleged friction between 
the civil and military auhtorities in 
the Philippine archipelago, 
s-aid that 


absolutely no such friction existed, and 
that perfect harmony prevailed be- 
tween the two authorities. 


General Chaffee said that the oi^ly 


occasion when there had been any- 
thing approaching friction was in t*e 
matter of habeas corpus proceedings in 
the case of Oakley Brocks, and that 
upon this occasion a solution of the 
difficulty satisfactory to both author- 
ities had been fund. Gen. Chaffee said 
that he and the members of the com- 
mission had at times differd in their 
views, but that these differences were 
of purely personal opinion, 


He said his relations with Gov. Taft 


and Acting Gov. Wright and the other 
commissioners were both officially and 
socially" extremely pleasant, and that 
he thought the published statement of 
friction between the civil and military 
authorities must have resulted from a 
misunderstanding of the facts of the 
case. 


Gen, Chaffee further explained that 


every time the slightest 
friction had 


arisen in the provinces between the 
two authorities, he had invariably or- 
dered the military to surrender to the 
civil auth/orlty, and said that the re- 
lations of these authorities throughout 
the provinces, where they frequently 
held opposite opinions, would in no way 
Interrupt the existing cordial relations 
at Manila, where both were working 
toward the same goal, namely, the 
pacfication and welfare of the Philip- 
pines. Gen Chaffee concluded by say- 
Ing he thought the prospect of subdu- 
ing the insurrection in all places to be 
promising.

Vh« Stwry of How "Bulldog" Kelly 


•ad M«kone the Stockman Settled 
Their Little Affair of Honor on tbe 
Lonely Plain*. 


If French gentlemen thirsting for each 


other's gore really wish to know how to 
fight for honor's sake, let them visit 
Medicine Hat and hear the story of how 
"Bulldog" Kelly and Mahone the stock- 
man fought for theirs. It is only neces- 
sary to say of Kelly that once in his life 
he figured in a celebrated international 
law controversy which the then secretary 
of state, Thomas F. Bayard, ended. Hi» 
mother was a friend of John A. Logan. 
Mahone was nothing more nor less than 
a frontier cattleman. 
He met Kelly 


first at Calgary, where in a dispute over 
cards an enmity arose between them. 
Subsequently they clashed in the Medi- 
cine Hat country, and Mahone wrongful- 
ly accused Kelly of stealing stock. Kel- 
ly would have killed him then and there 
but for the interference of the Canadian 
mounted police. 
Subsequently one of 


these policemen suggested to him that 
he challenge Mahone to a duel and that 
they have it out alone. Kelly evidently 
thought well ot the suggestion, for a day 
or two later, meeting Miihone in that iso- 
lated and abused town, Medicine Hat, 
he quietly told him that he would meet 
him the next morning as the sun rose 
on the Tortured trail and prove to him 
with a gun that he was not a thief. Ma- 
hone nodded his head in acceptance of 
the defiance, and that was all there was 
to the challenge. 


Kelly slept in a ranchhouse that night 


but was up before dawn saddling his 
horse. 
He carried for arms two six 


shooters and a short nilted bear knife. 
He rode away from the lanch in the 
heavy darkness before daybreak, head- 
ed for the Tortured trail. He was a six 
footer, sandy haired, heavy jawed and 
called "Bulldog" because he had once 
pitted himself against an animal of that 
title and whipped him in a free fight. 
His courage was extreme from the brute 
point of view. To illustrate this, years 
after this event, when he was on trial for 
his life in a murder case, he was instruct- 
ed by his attorney to kill one of the wit- 
nesses against him in the courtroom if he 
attempted to give certain testimony. 


"You listen to him," said the attorney, 


"and if he tries to testify as to certain 
things let him have it." 
r 


Kelly, as a prisoner, entered the court- 


room with a knife up his sleeve, and he 
sat through all the proceedings with his 
eyes on the man he was to watch. The 
latter grew restless and when he took 
the stand broke down completely and did 
not aid the prosecution at all. He divined 
without knowing it that if he testified as 
the prosecution believed he would Kelly 
would then and there end him. And this 
all took place not in a frontier court, but 
in a court of the United States govern- 
ment. 


Well, Kelly rode down the trail as gay 


in spirit as a man of his nature could be. 
He did not whistle, for whistling men are 
rarely brutal. But he abused his horse, 
and that was the best of evidence that he 
felt well. He watched the dark hang 
closer and closer to the plain grasses, the 
•tars grow less brilliant until suddenly in 
the east it was as if a curtain was drawn 
tip and the day cam* with the call of wild 
birds and a wind wmch rose from the 
•west to meet the sun. He glanctd toward 
Medicine Hat and from that point, out of 
[the black and gray of tbe hour, rode Ma- 
fcone, artnad as his opponent was. They 
were a rail* apart when they recognized 
w*a^ted!

; Eat was asleep. Mahone drew nearer, 
j *noving a llttl* to the left, as if to circle 


I tbout Kelly. The latter suddenly drop- 


ped under bis horse's neck and fired. His 
bullet just clioped the mane of Mahone's 
tiorse. Mahone gave a wild whoop and 
fered back, riding, as Kelly was, Indian 
(fashion and looking for an opening. Both 
corses ware now in motion, and the shots 
fcame thick and fast. Kelly's animal went 
Tlown first, screaming from a bullet 


I through bis lungs. His rider intrenched 


i behind him. Mahone made a charge and 


lost his own horse, besides getting a bul- 
let through his left arm. He, too, in- 
trenched. In a few moments one of his 
shots cot a red crease across the forehead 
of Kelly and filled bis eyea with blood. 
He wiped himself off and tied a handker- 
chief over the mark. 


Each was afraid to start ont from bis 


torse, but in the course of half an hour 
their ammunition was exhausted, and 
then they threw their pistols from them 
end came toward each other through the 
grass with their knives out.

The Bark, Deep Slyntory of tlte Brl« 


Marie Celeste. Which Sailed From 
Bostoa For Mediterranean Port* In 
the Sixtfc». 


Did you ever hear tbe story of the 


Marie Celefte, a brig which sailed from 
Boston i'j the bizties, bound for Mediter- 
ranean porta with a general cargo of 
merchandise? No? Well, I shall tell you 
the story as it was told to me, a plaiu, un- 
varnished tale, the details of which are 
writ large iu the records of the American 
foreign office or whatever bureau in 
\Yashington corresponds to our owil de- 
partui*t at !>ome that looks after tbe af- 
fairs of other folks. This is no mere 
myth or fiction of the sea, but a sober 
tale of fact, and when I have told the 
story—I hope I shall relate it circum- 
spectly—my readers will have piesented 
to them as pretty a puzzle as ever was 
set before the mind of man to solve. 


The Marie Celeste set sail from Boston 


with n crew of seventeen bands, the cap- 
tain, his vrife and his little daughter, 
twenty souls all told. Nothing as far as 
we know occinr.d on the voyage ncross 
the Atlantic other than the routine life of 
e trading brig at sea. But one fine day 
the brig came within hail of the Spanish 
coast. It was thought she was heading 
for Gibraltar on hrr way to enter the 
great inland sea. All her sails were sc-t, 
The weather was fine, the sea calm, and 
a light wind bore the vessel along. Duly 
the Spanish authorities hailed the brig 
without receiving any answer to their sig- 
nals. Then came a visit of inspection by 
the coast guard; 1 presume, and an as- 
tonishing state of things revealed itself. 


Not a soul ol the twenty persons who 


set sail from Boston in the brig was 
found on board. Every man had disap- 
peared, from the captain to tho boy, and 
the captain's wu'e and child also were as 
if they had never been seen.' The vessel 
was minutely and carefully examined. 
There was an inspection by the Ameri- 
can consul. Then* was a businesslike 
noting of all details, and a report 


pnrtruent of the Seine. In all others the 
proportion is that of one to every 500 in- 
habitants, but fixed residence is necessa- 
ry to be eligible.

There is nothing inconsistent in the

SHAKING HANDS IN MEXICO. 


A Prominent Feature of the Eti- 


quette of Our Sister Republic. 


Handshaking in Mexico is much more 


commonly indulged in than iu Anglo-Sax- 
on countries. Foreigners resident here for 
any length of time inevitably fall into the 
habit unconsciously of shaking hands up- 
on all occasions, and it becomes so nat- 
ural that upon their return to countries 
where a more distant formality is ob 
served they are at a loss to know what to 
do with their hands and must frequently 
reflect upon their surroundings in order 
not to feel almost aa affront at the nod of 
a passing friend or the unceremonious en- 
trance and departure of guests. 


Iu Mexico friends would not think of 


entering or leaving a house without shak- 
ing hands not only with the host and 
hostess, but all other guests who might 
be present, and the ladies would kiss each 
other, both coming and going, on both 
cheeks. They even observe this formality 
upon the occasion of a chance meeting on 
the street or in the car. Gentlemen ac- 
quaintances passing each other on the 
street either tip their hats as they would 
to a lady or at least salute each other 
with the hand by touching the bat, or in 
more of a military fashion. Gentlemen 
who are old friends stop and shake hands 
and pass the compliments of the day, and 
if they have not met for some time they 
will undoubtedly go through what is term- 
ed the "bear hug," put their arms around 
each other and ptot each other on the 
back, one passing one arm over the shoul 
de* of his friend, the other under hh 
arm, while the second party occupies a 
reverse position. When this embrace it 
concluded, they shake hands and tip thcii 
hats, at the same time murmuring th< 
conventional word's of greeting.

But the Negro Say* He Was Locked 


Out and Then Scolded After Ho 


Had Been Working for War* 


ner Until Midnight 


Henry N. Warren ,a well Known cit- 


izen of Charlemont, was murderously 
assaulted about midnight Saturday by 
Edward Smith, a negro, thought to be 
about 35 years old. Smith is said to 
be 
partially insane. The savage as- 


sault took place in Mr. "Warner's home 
on Mam street in that town in the 
dark. 


A telephone message to the 
Tran- 


script from Charlemont this noon said 
Warren was unconscious and hope of 
his recovery had practically been given 
uo. 


Warner's Terrible lojurie* 


Mr. Warner was struck four or five 


times, as the negro says, on the head 
and face with a flatiron, and on the 
back with a kitchen, chair. His skull, 
a little above the ear and back of the 
left ear, is fractured and a piece 
knocked out of it, so that the mem- 
brane lining of the brain protruded af- 
ter the assault and could be 
easily 


pressed with a finger. 


This is probably the vital wound, but 


there are others of a, very serious na- 
ture. There is a wound on the head at 
the right temple and the lower jaw is 
very badly shattered. Pieces of bona 
with 
several teeth attached were' 


knocked into the mouth. There was no 
way for the surgeons to get these into 
place again and Deputy Sheriff Has- 
kins has them. 


Three physicians and surgeons, "Prs. 


Hiram Temple and S. D. Bowker of 
Charlemont, and Dr. F. J. Can-edy of 
Shelburne ETalls, think that Mr. War- 
ner's chances of recovery are slight. 


Smith waa Locked Oat' 


Smith had been working during the 


evening and until nearly midnight shov 
eling sawdust at an icehouse for Mr. 
VTarner. When h« reached home, the 
•'Rack door, where he generally entered, 
was locked. Vj. Warner thought ,that 
Smith was in his room and asleep, 
Finding the back door locked, Smith 
went to the side door, Which1 was also 
locked. 
Mrs. Warner, wO»o had re- 


tired came to that door in her night 
clothing and opened the door for Smith 
to come in. 


Mr. Warner was either In bed or get- 


ling ready for bed. He came to the 
bed room door and spoke to Smith. 
Mrs. Warner says that in a very short 
time, a minute fir so, Mr. Warner was 
attacked by Smith without any 'prov- 
ocation. In the fracas, she endeavored 
to separate the two men 
and 
was 


knocked to the floor by Smith. She has 
a wound or bruise on the head and an- 
other on the back. Her condition, is not 
serious. 


In the statement of Smith, given be- 


low, it will be seen that he practically 
claims that he acted 1n self defense. He 
says nothing of striking Mrs. Warned. 
Whatever the provocation may have 
V»pn, the punishment inflicted on Mr 
Warner was terrible. 
He was first 


struck on the back with 
a kitohen 


chair. Parts of it were broken off and 
he was hurled against a double win- 
dow with sufficient force to break the 
frames. Then followed the blows with 
the flatiron. 


Women Pled In Night Clothes 


Mr. Warner fell to the Coor, and as 


the negro says, "stayed there." The 
ones of Mrs, Warner aroused her moth 
er. Mm Stetson, and her niece, Miss 
Packard, who were sleeping in a near 
by room. They came winning down in 
in 
their night clothing to see what 


the trouble was. They were so fright- 
ened that .they all three ran out into 
the snow storm and screamed and 
cried loudly for help. Mr. Warner was 
stretched on the floor. 


Charles Puscha, who was the first to 


come to their assistance. He had just 
come out of the nearby hotel. 
He 


ran over and carried Miss Packard In 
^his arms to the hotel. He saw Smith 
walking on the porch with the flatiron 
still in his hand. Lewis Sears, T. M 
Totman and others went at once to the 
house and calmed the frightened wo- 
men. 


Smith U ArrHled 


Deputy Sheriff Haskins was among 
the earJy comers. 


He found the negro In his room 


"picking up things." Smith was some- 
what excited. He was told that he 
was under arrest. He said that he was 
not ready to go and told the officer to 
keep away from him. 
Mr. Haskins 


placed the handcuffs on him and took 
him to Greenfield yesterday morning 
Smith talked freely of the crime, ad- 
mitted that he attacked Warner and in 
substance told the same story that is 
given below substantially in his own 
words. He told practically the same 
story to Officer Peabody at th« lockup. 


Smith Tell> HU »l»ry 


Smith's version of the trouble In sub- 


stance is as follows: 


"After supper I went to the icehouse 


and worked there for several hours, 
taking in sawdust. It was about mid- 
night or a litle before when I went 
to the Warner house. The door waa 
locked. Mrs. Warner came to the side 
door and let me In. Warner spoke to 
me from the bed- room and asked me 
why I did not get in before midnight. 
I told him that the door ought to be 
left unlocked it any one was to get In 
and that I had been to work all the 
evening. 


"Warner came out oit hi* bed room, 


partly dressed. Just a* I was going to 
my room. He swore at me for not 
getting In earlier. This made me mad 
and I answered back. We exchanged 
words ani Warner told me he would 
teach me to 'dry up' and not 'to give 


lip. He struck me and I Mruck 


back. There was a chair thefe and I 
grabbed that and struck him over the 
back. He went against a double win- 
dow and It was knocked out. He came 
back at me with hard words and I 
grabbed a flatiron and struck him sev- 
eral blows on the head. 
He went 


down and stayed down. 


"I left him there and went to my 


room and changed my clothes. The 
people came in, quite a number of 
them. 
Pretty soon Sheriff 
Haskins

"All 
Its principal features Late been gradually 
developed from a primitive garment that 
was itself the great-great-grandson of a 
shirt of mail, and those features have 
been modified by environment, just as 
they say human beings have developed 
and modified since they gave up walking 
on all fours and went in for polish and 
politics. It's very interesting to trace 
such things hack," continued the scientific 
tailor, "but unless you are pretty well 
posted you are apt to make serious blun- 
ders as to the origin of different details. 


"Take the two buttons above the coat- 


taili, for instance. 
Tbtff 
occupy pre- 


cisely th» same relation to the garment 
that the vermiform, appendix does to A 
man—in other words, we know they must 
have performed some valuable function in 
the remote past, but at present they are 
not only useless, but are actually a 
nuisance. 
Thei» locution brings them 


into constant contact with the backs of 
chairs, and unless th»y are closely watch- 
ed they soon become ragged and shiny 
and make the whole coat look disreputa- 
ble. 
Like the appendix, they are a 


source of anxiety, with no corresponding 
benefit. 


"The early office of these mysterious 


buttons is quite generally believed to 
have been a support for a sword belt, 
and I have «ften seen the statement in 
print, but it is a great mistake. If you 
will look in any costume album for the 
court coat of the Louis XV period, you 
will find the skirts folded back diagonal- 
ly and buttoned to the rear of the waist. 
Take hold of the lower fropt corners of 
your fashionable frock coat -and draw 
them back and up so they touch the but- 
tons behind and you will have a fair imi- 
tation of the old court costume. The 
idea was primarily to get the garment 
out of the way of one's sword hilt, and 
you will noticu in some of the plates that 
only one coattail, the left, is folded back, 
but for the sake of symmetry and, I dare 
Bay, 
to display the handsome silk or 


satin linings both, sides were eventually 
treated alike. 


"The folded and buttoned entail sur- 


vived in military costumes clear down 
to the Revolutionary war, and you will 
see it in pictures of some of Washing- 
ton's officers. In civilian dress the heavy 
flap of cl tU soon evoluted itself away, 
but the buttons lingered and are likely 
to stay with us. 


"The origin of the two buttons on the 


cuff is a little less clear, but I think I 
struck the right solution, one day when I 
found an old engraving of a dandy of 
1740 making his toilet. He was in th» 
act of buttoning a wide, detached cufJF 
to the sleeve of his dress coat. The cuff 
was riclily embroidered, and when, the 
garment was not in use it was probably 
laid away by itself. That, unless I am 
much in error, was the birth of the but- 
tons."—New Orleans Times-Democrat.

Bonce L«nn, and He OK It. 


"I never go to Washington that I do 


not think of a young Englishman who 
t»eal arouaii the city with me a dozen 
years ago," said a man who frequently 
visits the capital. "We saw everything 
that there wa* to foe seen. He was pleas- 
ed with evcM-yiuiagr, aud he said BO, but 
the tilings that imputed him most were 
the lack of formality and the absence of 
guards. 


"Ho npvpr tire-d talking of this and 


computing the sia:r'ieity of the arrange- 
ments in Washington with the way the 
rulers of Europe are guarded.

To see a man walk 


backward OVPJ- the top of a cliff between 
S»'j aTvd 400 feet above the waves break- 
ing at its base; to see him go steadily 
down, down, saved from falling, as it 
seens, by a were thread; to see hundreds 
of birds cit cling about his head, filling the 
air with their discordant cries, while he 
BW'ngs to and fro like a pendulum—to see 
this must send a thrill up the spine. 


Yet nowadays such climbing is carried 


on systematically and, according to a 
Writer in "Chums," with every precaution 
suggested by the lessons of the past. 
Each party consists of four men, who be- 
gin operations by drivsiig an iron crow- 
bar into the top of the cliff. 
To this Ss 


fastened what is called the guide rope, 
tbe end of which hangs loosely down the 
cliff and is used by the climber for con- 
trolling his movements, signaling and so 
on. Then the man who is to descend, 
wearing something like a sling round his 
waist and thighs, to which is securely at- 
tached -the end of another rope, walks 
backward over the cliff and down its 
face. 


ttis body is inclined outward, and its 


weight is mostly borne by the rope, which 
he holds bj both hands. The other end 
of the rope is under the control of a com- 
panion, who sits on the top, his feet firm- 
ly planted in holes. The rope is passed 
round his waist, which is protected by a 
strong leather belt, aud he gradually pays 
it out, bearing the weight of trie climber 
Tpon his loins. 


Down the gleaner goes, sometimes for 


70 or 80 yards or even a greater distance. 
Then, if he is an expert, he works him- 
self to the right or the left. This is a 
precaution of the first importance, for a 
stone dislodged above by the rope will, 
Ay the law of gravitation, fall in a 
Btnugbt line, and if the climber should be 
there to intercept it he runs the risk of 
having his skull cracked. 


However, such accidents ag take place 


in e.-' gathering are alarming rather than 
tragic. They rarely do more than cause 
nnxk-ty. As an instance a happening 
which occurred last season on the north 
seacoast of Scotland will do as well as 
any. 


One day after a climber had been over 


the cliff for some time thx man oa top 
could not "fee;" him. His weight was 
not perceptible. This circumstance made 
his companions apprehensive that an ac- 
cident bad befallen him, end when the 
minutes sped on and no signal came from 
below they became very uneasy. So at 
last they tried to pull up the rope, only, 
however, to fail. They could not get it in. 


On this one of the party went along 


tbe top till he could command a view of 
the face. Much to bis relief be saw the 
climber sitting on a ledge calmly smoking 
bis pipe.

Plenty of Incident and Excitement 


Iii Stagecoach antl Tavern Day*. 
Travel in the old times, of which Mrs. 


Alice Morse Earle writes in "Stagecoach 
and Tavern Days," may .have been some- 
what less comfortable than it is at pres- 
ent, but the leisurely pace and close 
quarters of the coach afforded opportuni- 
ties for the study of human nature not 
excelled by those of the "palace car." 


Nor was a journey lacking in incident. 


There was alwayj the possibility of being 
upset, of being held up, of getting stuck 
in the mud aad of being drowned m ford- 
ing a stream. As a matter of fact, acci- 
dents were rare after the days of turn- 
pikes, and the driver who had driven oOO 
days a year for 35 years without an acci- 
dent was not a great exception. 


There was, however, the cpnstant ne- 


cessity of trin- iiing and balancing the 
coach to prevent it from overturning in 
the deep ruta which abounded, and the 
driver frequently called out, "Now, gen- 
tlemen, to the right!" upon which all tbe 
passengers stretched their bodies half 
way out of the carriage to balance on 
that side, and, "Now, gentlemen, to the 
left!" and so on. 


Occasionally the flow of merriment and 


good humor, to which both driver and 
passengers contributed, was abruptly 
checked. A certain old veteran wa,<i driv- 
ing once from Dover, N. H« to Haver- 
hill, Mass. During the spring months 
the roads were often in a bad condition, 
and six horses, and sometimes ten, were 
needed to draw the coach. 


In Epping, N. H., was a particularly 


hard place, locally known as the "soap 
mine." Through this mine of mud the 
driver helped to guide his coach and six, 
but the coach was heavily loaded, and in 
spite of tb« efforts of the skillful driver 
the team was soon fast in the mud, the 
wheels settling to the hubs. 


All attempts of the horses were in vain. 


The driver finally got down from his seat, 
opened the coach door, made known to 
the passengers the condition of things 
and politely asked them to get out and 
lighten the load. This they all positively 
refused to d«. They had paid their fares 
and did not think it their duty to get out 
in the mud. 


"Very well," said the driver, and, quiet- 


ly closing the door, he seated himself in 
the roadside. 


In a few moments the passengers ask- 


ed: 
' 
"What are you doing?" 
"I'm waiting till tbe mud dries op," the 


driver replied. "The horses cannot draw 
the load, so that is tbe only thing I can 
do."It is perhaps needless to add that he 
did not wait till the mud dried up.

Interesting If Well 


Founded 


The big event of the past week in 


the field of Massachusetts politics was 
the offer by President Roosevelt of the 
secretaryship of the treasury to Gov. 
W. Murray Crane and the latter's de- 
clining- of the honor. The people* were 
proud of the honor thus done the state 
and its popular governor, and were di- 
vided between their desire to see the 
Berkshire man enter the field of na- 
tional politics and their realization of 
the Joss to the state should he accept 
the place. 


But to the practiced politicians the 


matter had a very different side, and 
it is but natural that Practical Poli- 
tics, the Boston paper published for 
the delight and information* of the pro- 
fessional politician, gave a great deal 
of space in its Saturday issue to a dis- 
cussion of what it all meant, or might 
have meant, to the future course of 
events in republican politics in this 
state. That paper thinks the governor 
acted well for his own future in de- 
clining, for, it says, an acceptance 
"might have shut the door to future 
political preferment in the face of his 
excellency." 


Continuing in this line it says: 
"It must be borne in mmd in this 


connection that there is just one honor 
at the disposal of the state of Massa- 
chusetts that is held by many states- 
men in higher esteem than that of be- 
ing governor. To be United States sen- 
ator from this commonwealth, even 
though a man has occupied the execu- 
tive chair, is regarded as the highest 
pinnacle attainable this side of the 
presidency itself—and Winthrop Mur- 
ray Crane is not devoid of political 
ambition, however reticent he may be 
regarding his future, and in spite of 
his apparent self-abnegation in this 
momentous affair. 


"While opinions vary widely regard- 


ing Governor Crane's ability, his pop- 
ularit., Is unquestioned, and it is not | 
at all surprising that the Greenfield 
Recorder, sensing the sentiment of the 
section of the state where it is pub- 
lished, should seriously 
propose a 


fourth term for 
the .'favorite son of ] 


western Massachusetts. At the present j 
he Is assuredly a most conspicuous fig- ! 
ure in our politics, and the prophet • 
would be rash indeed who should i 
venture to set a limit to the possibil- 
ities of his public career, as far as the 
. boundaries of this state are concerned. 


] Whether a fourth term is in store for { 


him or not, he will be available in an 
emergency to succeed Senator Hoar if 
he wishes to do so, and may even con- 
tinue to hold his enviable prominence 
until Senator Hoar retires, provided no 
contingency arises that brings him 
forward for the honor earlier than the 
expiration of the senior senator's term 
in 1907. 


"Senator Lodge is credited with suf- 


ficient astuteness to measure the sit- 
uation accurately, and he is also cred- 
ited with having indorsed the offer of 
the secretaryship of the treasury with 
more than cheerful alacrity, recogniz- 
ing the position as a splendidly com- 
modious shelf on which the latest po- 


j litical giant might bo stowed away for 
! a number of years, and thus kept out 


of the sphere in which Lodge has been 
accustomed to reign supreme.' 


In another article which gives more 


' particular attention to the positions of 


j Crane and Lodge in the. party and 
j what it believes to be thrir political 
} ambitions, the same paper says:

j Roosevelt's cabinet has not affected all 


I people alike. While the public in gen- 
1 eral has been earnest in appreciation 


i of the magnanimity of Lodge, in thus 


I seeking to advance a man from his 


state to the position of a big power, 
there have been some who have per- 
sisted in looking at it in a different 
way. They have figured out that Lodge 
has been frying other fish besides those 
belonging to the Dalton man, while 
he has been holding his conferences 
with Roosevelt, during which he has 
been pointing out the merits of the 
quiet man from 
the Bay state. To 


speak a little plainer, these men have 
it that Lodge was simply trying^ to 
remove Crane out of the field of pos- 
sible state honors. 


"Crane stands today ready to leave 


office in a year and to become the big 
available man in the state for present 
day honors. 


"Crane himself, by the way, is be- 


ginning to feel his power. The signs of 
it are afield, and those who are build- 
ing up a state ticket will have to take 
cognizance of it. It was a rather unto- 
ward day for them, as well as for 
Lodge, when this bottle was opened to 
let out the Crane genii."

Gen. William H. Brighani, inspector 


general of the Massachusetts militia, 
has made his annual report and his 
recommendations and comments con- 
tain much that 
will 
be food for 


thought for those interested in the 
welfare of the servJce. He'recommends 
many radical changes. • 


The part of his report dealing with 


the condition of the 2d regiment will 
be of especial interest here, even out- 
side of those specially interested in 
mili-ary matters, because of the high 
standing it gives Company M of Ad- 
ams. 


He ranks the Adams company with 


the two in Worcester as the best three 
in the regiment, and adds that at the 
Sunday morning Inspection at camp it 
was the only company whose rifles 
were in a satisfactory condition. 


The part of his report devoted to the 


2d regiment follows: 


While the condition of this regiment 


is not all that can be desired, yet the 
inspection reports show a slight im- 
provement over last year. Indifference 
and carelessness were noted, espcially 
at camp. The personnel of both officers 
and men is excellent, and with a little 
more life, enthusiasm and discipline 
infused iii. J this command its stand- 
ing the coming year will be improved. 
The average 
attendance 
of enlisted 


men at armory inspection was 50 10-11 
per cent, out of 60, Companies B, E, I, 
K and L falling below BO, thereby 
bringing down the average of the reg- 
iment. Company F of Gardner, having 
fallen below the standard of efficiency, 
was disbanded February 9, and a new 
company, F, was organized at Pitta- 
field May 29. The Inspectior showed a 
vast difference in the condition of the 
several companies. Among the best 
were A, C and M, and the poorest B, 
I and K. Property was in good condi- 
tion, excepting mess kits. The average 
attendance of enlisted men at camp 
and annual drill was 56% per cent. At 
Sunday morning inspection the rifles 
were found to be in a poor condition, 
being dirty and rusty, those of Co. M 
alone being satisfactory. The same Is 
true of their brasses. During the field 
maneuvers the regiment gave a good 
account of itself, and much practical 
instruction was given in advance and 
rear guard work, scouting, 
marching 


over uneven country and flre discipline. 
Guard duty was well performed during 
the week. 
Policing' 
of 
camp and 


quarters were unsatisfactory. A decid- 
ed lack of uniformity in dress was no- 
ticeable especially in Companies E and 
L. The discipline, excepting^at drill and 
mess, was very unsatisfactory during 
the week, singing and snouting after 
"taps" and 
discharging 
rifles and 


crackers continued each night, despite 
any efforts the regimental or company 
commanders may have made to pre- 
vent it.

to be taken out and rebuilt in the 
spring-. 


Seventy-five new services have been 


added during the year, this being a 
larger number than last season. Seven- 
teen new hydrants have been set. 


A new workshop for the water de- 


partment has bpen added at the pump- 
ing' station. 


The inventory shows stock and tools 


on hand worth $2,350. 


Nearly a mile of domestic and sur- 


face sewers have been constructed 
during the year under the direction of 
the superintendent of the water de- 
partment, 660 feet 
of 
connections, 7 


catch basins, 8 lantern holes and 20 
manholes. 


From the ilth of February to the 


llth of March the water in the Notch 
reservoir fell from 40 to 27 feet; but 
two weeks later it had risen to 47 feet.
